This rul-e will implement in Vermont, âS a matter of
state 1aw, the federal- appliance efficiency and water
conservati-on standards currentJ-y in effect pursuant to
10 C.F.R. Parts 430 and 43I only if and when those
f ederal- reguJ-ations are repealed or decl-ared void.
These federal- standards have been in place for over 25
years.

8. EXPLANATION OF WHY THE RULE IS NECESSARY:
If the federal st.andards were to be repealed, the
resul-t would be that Vermont would have no appliance
efficiency and water conservation standards. Such
standards are necessary to ful-fil-1 the goals
art j-culated in 9 V. S . A. S 2192, which incl-ude enabling
Vermonters to save money on utility bi11s, saving
energy and thus reducing polluti-on and associated
environmental impacts, increasi-ng reliability of the
el-ectric grid and contributing positiveJ-y in numerous
u/ays to the Vermont economy.

9. LIST OF PEOPLE, ENTERPRISES AND GOVERNMENT ENTITIES
AFFECTED BY THIS RULE:
Vühen the federal- standards r^rere initialJ-y enacted over
25 years ago it is likely that they had an financial
impact on manufacturers, retailers and consumers in the
form of increased costs. However, since then
manufacturers and the market. have adjusted to the
existence of these standards and have been complying
with them. The continuation of these standards pursuant
to a Vermont state faw-based rule, in lieu of the
federal- regulatj-on, is unlikeJ-y to have any neh/ or
additional affect any people or enterprises.

l0.BzuEF SUMMARY OF ECONOMIC IMPACT(ISO wonos oR LESS):

There will be no immediate economic impact of this rule
upon adoption. The rul-e will only become ef f ective in the
event of the repeal of existì-ng federal- reguJ-ations. Shoul-d
that occur, there will be no new economic impact to
individual-s or entities subject to the rul-e, because where
compliance imposed a cost pursuant to the federal-
regulatory scheme, those same costs will be continued under
the Vermont rul-e. Without this rul-e, whj-le it is possible
that l-ower priced non-compliant products might become
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avail-abl-e in the marketplace, âDy reduction in consumer
product cost, would likely be offset by increases in
electricity costs and the negative health and safety
j-mpacts of the associated additionaf greenhouse gas
emr-ssr-ons.
